The  Polish  Propaganda 

Seems  things  alwaj-s  work  out  for  the  best  in  the  long 
run.  Had  things  all  come  off  as  scheduled  last  weekend  Kan- 
sas star  Jim  Ryun  would  never  have  had  a chance  at  the 
world  record  in  the  mile — he  would  have  been  competing 
against  the  Polish  athletes  in  San  Francisco  running  a metric 
mile  Instead.  . 

ALL  IN  ALL.  HOWEt'ER.  the  Polish  team’s  with- 
drawal from  the  match  seemed  a little  childish. 

According  to  the  Polish  team,  they  had  withdrawn  due 
to  “the  systematic  escalation  by  the  U.S.  Government  of  the 
war  against  the  Vietnamese  people  and  in  particular,  the  in- 
human bombing  of  the  cities  of  Hanoi  and  Haiphong  in  . . . 
the  last  few  days  . . . (which)  have  stirred  the  conscience  of 
honest  people  all  over  the  world  and  evoked  .justified  shock 
in  the  Polish  community  which  suffered  such  heavy^  losses 
at  the  hands  of  Nazi  barbarians  during  the  last  war.’’ 

IT  SEEMS  TH.LT  THE  POLES  have  forgotten  that 
similar  bombings  of  the  cities  of  Berlin  and  other  Gei-man 
cities  by  Amencan  planes  were  responsibile  for  ending  the 
Nazi  reign  of  terror  and  restoring  peace  and  freedom  to 
many  peoples  of  the  world. 

Or  perhaps,  the  Poles  have  noted  no  significant  differ- 
ence between  the  Nazi  oppression  and  the  subsequent  domin- 
ation which  unfortunately  overtook  their  nation  and  hence 
have  not  tasted  the  fruits  of  that  World  War  11  victory,  and 
consequently  cannot  understand  the  strategic  need  for  des- 
troying an  enemy’s  capability  to  make  war  as  a prerequisite 
for  the  peace  they  say  they  desire. 

We,  like  the  Poles,  hate  war.  But  discontinuance  of  fri- 
endly relations  can  hardly  be  a step  toward  the  understand- 
ing that  is  basic  to  the  causes  of  peace.

POINT  OF  MOUNTAIN,  UTAH, 
—I  suppose  that  it  is  a natural 
part  of  growing  up  for  a youth  to 
want  to  be  dashing  and  daring; 
and  this  if  fine,  as  long  as  he 
matures  with  each  crusade.  But 
when  he  destroys  liimself— he  is 
remaining  a child  and 'or  a fool. 

One  of  the  quickest  and  easiest 
ways  a person  (especially  a you- 
th) can  destroy  himself  is  through 
wild  living.  By  this  I am  refer- 
ring mainly  to : booze  parties ; sex 
orgies;  back-  street  affairs;  and 
society,  and  your  true-self. 

Inside  of  institutions  it  is  com- 
mon to  hear,  “Those  Square- 
Johns  haven’t  the  guts  to  steal, 
or  mess  up.”  But,  90  per  cent  of 
the  men  and  women  who  make 
that  statement,  in  truth,  will  ad- 
mit those  words  are  spoken 
through  shame  and  jealousy,  be- 
cause they  were  not  men  (or 
women)  enough  to  accept  the  re- 
sponsibilities of  life.  And  those 
same  gripers  will  advise  a fish 
(first  timer)  to  straighten  his  w’ay 
of  living  out— and  make  some- 
thing of  himself. 

It  is  a natural  part  of  human 
nature  to  want  to  impress  others. 
But,  friend,  why  impress  only  one 
side— when  you  can  impress  both? 
A person  who  faces  life  and  truth- 
fully accepts  it  and  lives  it.  im- 
presses everyone!  True,  the  tough 
boy  or  girl  may  call  you  a punk 
or  a sissy;  but  he,  or  she.  is  really 
jealous  of  you,  and  envies  your 
courage  and  intelligence;  and 
their  name  calling  and  other  acts 
are  really  reflecting  on  them- 
selves and  their  inferior  feelings. 

Upon  asking  over  a thousand 
inmates  the  following  questions— 
the  replies  most  given  are  listed: 
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Q.  “What  advice  would  you  give 
a person  who  is  going  astray?”

3.  “You’re  not  impressing,  or 
fooling  anyone  by  being  a mess 
up.” 

4.  “Get  a job,  find  a good  wom- 
en, and  forget  being  a big  shot.” 

5.  “Knock  your  lights  out— but 
remember:  Tf  you  can’t  do  the 
time— don’t  do  the  crime.” 

6.  “Square-Johning  may  seem  a 
drag— but  a joint  is  a lot  deader.” 

7.  “If  you  want  to  prove  you 
have  guts— face  reality.” 

8.  “You’re  not  proving  anything 
—except  that  you’re  a mol. 

Q.  “What  do  you  think  of  educa- 
tion?” 

A.  1.  “I  wish  I had  one.” 

2.  “You  can’t  beat  it.” 

3.  “I’m  all  for  it.” 

Q.  “What  started  your  life  go- 
ing astray?” 

A.  1.  “Not  listening  to  my  peo- 
ple (folks).” 

2.  “Drinking,  dropping  pills  and 
sniffing  glue.” 

3.  “I  thought  I knew  it  all.” 

4.  “Chasing  around.” 

5.  “Dope  and  stupidity.” 

The  above  questions  and  ans- 
wers are  only  a few  of  those  in 
life— but  each  one  can  be  an  in- 
formative picture  of  the  wild-side. 
For  each  answer  is  the  word  for 
word  (unslicked)  McCoy,  from 
those  who  have  lived  the  life. 

It  seems  (I  say  this  from  ex- 
perience) that  the  wild  parties 
and  rebelistic  acts  are  petty  at 
the  beginning— but  those  petty 
ideals  sneak  up  on  the  victim, 
and  then  the  “having  a ball”  be- 
comes a nightmare  of  bars  and 
sorrow. 

Let’s  look  at  the  dollar  and  cent 
view:  Let’s  say  you  make  a $7,090 
score  (it  is  usually  much  less) 
and  do  two  years  for  it;  now  the 
average  is  $4,000  a year  for  com- 
mon labor— okay,  you’ve  lost 
$1,000  by  picking  up  that  quick 
$7,000.  but  you’ve  also  sold  two 
years  of  your  life  for  a loss. 

One  thing  more:  if  you  think 
your  parents  and  society  are 
strict,  because  you  can’t  do  as 
you  want,  remember,  prison  life 
is  a whole  lot  stricter.

One  of  the  greatest  dreamers  of  all  time  was 
Hans  Christian  Andersen  (this  scene  from  the 


motion  picture  "The  Daydreamer")  who  wove 
his  famous  fables  from  fantasies. 


For  Your  Dreams 


What  do  you  think  of  your 
dreams?  Amusing?  Frightening? 
Trifling? 

MOST  PEOPLE  experience  all 
three  of  these  reactions  to  their 
mysterious  nighttime  fantasies. 
But  perhaps,  we  should  give 
greater  credence  to  our  dreams, 
for  “dream  watchers”  for  cen- 
turies have  claimed  that  dreams 
have  prophesied  the  future,  sol- 
ved astronomical  problems,  given 
birth  to  great  work  of  art,  even 
won  or  lost  wars. 

We’ve  only  to  look  at  a few  ex- 
amples of  how  dreams  have  alter- 
ed. or  anticipated  history  to  see 
what  these  “dream  watchers” 
mean.  Great  monarchs  of  old 
were  never  without  a competent 
staff  of  dream  interpreters  who 
had  more  prestige  than  doctors 
and  were  consulted  far  more 
often.  In  Biblical  times,  Joseph 
interpreted  Pharoah’s  dream  of 
seven  good  ears  of  corn  and  seven 
thin  ears  as  a prophecy  of  seven 
good  years  followed  by  seven 
years  of  famine. 

FOLLOWING  A DREAM,  which 
instructed  him  to  do  so,  Alexan- 
der the  Great  attacked  and  won 
the  ancient  city  of  Tyre.  Hecuba 
anticipated  the  Trojan  War  in  a 
disturbing  dream.  Cicero  learned 
in  a dream  of  his  impending 
greatness.  If  Julius  Caesar  had 
heeded  the  dreams  of  others,  he 
would  not  have  gone  near  the 
Forum  on  the  Ides  of  March,  and 
might  have  avoided  assassina- 
tion. And  Hannibal  dreamed  he 
would  cross  the  Alps  in  the  Second 
Punic  War. 

Inventors  have  capitalized  on 
their  dreams  and  made  history. 
Elias  Howe,  creator  of  the  sewing 
machine,  was  stymied  by  the  pro- 
blem of  the  ne^le’s  action.  One 
night,  he  dreamed  of  African  na- 
tives carrying  long  lances  with 
holes  in  the  spearheads.  Recalling 
his  dream  when  he  awoke,  he 
realized  the  needle  should  have  a 
hole  in  its  point  to  solve  his  pro- 
blem. 

THE  ART  WORLD,  too,  owes 
much  to  the  dreams  of  such  creat- 
ors as  Benvenuto  Cellini,  who 
was  saved  from  suicide  by  a 
dream.  Thrown  in  prison  for  his 
nefarious  deeds,  the  16th  century 
Italian  sculptor  considered  ending 
it  all  until  he  dreamed  of  a hand- 


some youth  imploring  him  not  to 
destroy  his  life.  Cellini  obeying 
his  dream  visitor  and,  when  re- 
leased from  prison,  began  his 
great  contributions  to  art. 

Nineteenth  century  composer 
Richard  Wagner  was  inspireni  for 
the  prelude  to  his  immortal  “Das 
Rheingold”  by  a dream.  Poet 
Samuel  Taylor  Coleridge  once 
dreamed  an  entire  300-line  poem; 
upon  arising,  he  remembered 
about  50  lines,  and  they  were  the 
bith  of  his  poem  “Kubla  Khan.” 

AS  IF  DREAMS  as  inspirers 
weren’t  enough,  take  a look  at 
what  magic  has  spun  from  day- 
dreams. Daydreamers,  in  fact, 
have  a decided  advantage  over 
night  dreamers.  They  can  modify 
their  fantasies  at  will.  Probably 
the  greatest  daydreamer  of  all 
was  Hans  Christian  Andersen,  who 
wove  his  famous  fables  from  his 


daytime  fantasies. 

Even  as  a little  boy  Andu, 
was  an  incurable  daydreams, 
his  biography,  Andersen  spea 
his  propensity  toward  daydr 
ing,  and  frequently  showed . 
his  early  experiences  often 
peared  in  his  later  stories.  ■ 

CONTRARY  to  popular  belie 
everyone  daydreams,  but  4 
have  turned  theirs  into  as  4 
cessful  a venture  as  Hans  Chr^ 
ian  Andersen’s.
